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Maryland Horse 
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OF THE MARYLAND HORSE 
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by JOE B. HICKEY, JR. 


PROSPECTUS: Standing on the brink of a 
new year and trying to hazard a guess as to what 
the future holds for Maryland racing in 1955 is 
about as risky a proposition as wagering against 
Native Dancer. Outside of sheer clairvoyance, 
the only avenues left open to prognostication are 
precedents, appraisals, guesswork and storm 
warnings. 

From the major tracks’ standpoint, they prob¬ 
ably offer a greater success potential this year 
than for any season since the renaissance of 
New Jersey racing. Bowie, Laurel and Pimlico 
have worked diligently to improve their plant 
properties in the last three years and while pres¬ 
ent facilities are not yet ideal, great strides have 
been made. If allowed, Bowie, Laurel and Pim¬ 
lico will continue to pursue their forward prog¬ 
ress. 

STORM WARNINGS: There are, however, 
storm signals flying in Annapolis and Jersey 
which threaten to jeopardize this progress. An 
additional 30 million dollars must be raised to 
balance Governor McKeldin’s budget for the 
fiscal year beginning July 30. Before the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly passes on the budget, enough 
money must be raised to cover any deficit. A 
few appropriations may be cut to partially sta¬ 
bilize the budget but surely some Maryland tax¬ 
payers are going to be hit for an additional bite. 

BAWL AND THE JACK: A means to finance 
the State’s increased operating expenses could 
come in either of two forms: raising existing 
taxes or creating new ones. Whenever possible, 
lawmakers prefer to avoid the howl of the masses. 
They could tax shoes, but since everyone needs 
footwear, every mother’s child would protest. 

Fewer people smoke and drink than wear 
shoes. If additional levies were to be put on 
cigarettes and whiskey at least the anti-tobacco- 
ists, W.C.T.U. and A.A. members in good stand¬ 
ing would be on the lawmakers side. But there 
are fewer people who go racing than smokers 
and/or drinkers. They could tax five-car families 
but since there aren’t enough such families in 
the State to raise the needed tariff, the proposal 
would be written off as unfeasible. 

At such a time as this, thoughts of many turn 
to the idea of increasing the revenue derived 
from racing. Fortunately, the Maryland Legisla- 
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ture has been better advised than most law-mak¬ 
ing bodies which act on racing measures. Threats 
to raise the take have been beaten do^yn in re¬ 
cent sessions, but other threats may arise..If any¬ 
one has such thoughts in mind let them be ad¬ 
vised to move slowly. 

The New Jersey State treasury derived more 
money from Thoroughbred racing last year than 
in the season previous because it raised the take, 
but, there was less money bet there in 1954 than 
in 1953. Some of those dollars New Jersey didn’t 
get last year came to Maryland. Taxwise, the rac¬ 
ing structure in our State is much more attrac¬ 
tive to the bettor than those of New York and 
New Jersey. 

For years Jersey plants siphoned off pari-mu¬ 
tuels dollars from New York because its tax 
methods gave the racing fan a better break. Now 
that Jersey’s take is three per cent higher than 
Maryland’s we are in an excellent position to 
operate the siphon. 

Another point for consideration is the report 
that the New Jersey racing season is to be length¬ 
ened 30 days, with Garden State, Monmouth and 
Atlantic City sharing the extension equally. At 
this writing there was no confirmation of this 
plan but if it should be instituted it would bring 
grief to Maryland tracks. The fewer competi¬ 
tionless days the tougher things are going to 
be for Pimlico, Laurel and Bowie. 

It has been said that Maryland tracks should 
forget about what’s going on in Jersey and strike 
out on their own. But Maryland must keep an 
eye on competition. Does Ford forget about 
General Motors or Jim Tatum neglect to scout 
Bud Wilkinson? 

Complete independence might have been pos¬ 
sible years ago but then Maryland racing’s great¬ 
est sin was complacency. It didn’t know a good 
thing when sitting on top of it, or at least nothing 
was done to protect the position. Confronting us 
now is the fact that Maryland tracks have lost 
the initiative. Regaining it in the face of the 
growth of the sport around us will take some 
doing. 

Local attendance must be augmented by cus¬ 
tomers from Washington, Wilmington, Phila¬ 
delphia and New York. We have to cultivate 
friends wherever we can find them, and there 
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is no better catnip for the race-goer than an 

equitable tax plan. , , , 

How will we do in 55? That depends largely 
upon whether the line is held in the Legislature 
and what, if any, action is taken about extending 

the season in New Jersey. 

OLD BUSINESS: Before consigning 1954 
to the dark and dusty passages of time there 
are the final three stakes at Bowie to be accounted 
for here. The first is the $15,000-added Bowie 
Endurance Gold Cup at a mile and a sixteenth. 
The pearl anniversary running on November 25 
attracted 14 two-year-olds of varying description 
and ability. Sharing top weight of 126 pounds 
were Montpelier’s Saratoga, winner of the Spald¬ 
ing Lowe Jenkins at Laurel, and Gee M. Cohen s 
Chuck Thompson. The former broke on top, 
was taken back just off the pace until ready to 
move in the home lane and then went on to win 
under a smart ride from Jockey Joe Culmone. 
The win was the fifth of the season in 11 starts 
for Saratoga. A second and three thirds brought 
his 1954 earnings to $37,775. 

Saratoga won by a length and a half in 1:45^5 
over a fast track. J. J. Colando’s Crown’s Glory 
closed to overtake Barclay Stables True Butts 
for second. The winner is a handsome brown 
son of * Blenheim II, from Blue Peter’s daughter, 

* Shipshape II. Bred by Mrs. Marion duPont 
Scott, he is trained by Frank A. Bonsai. 

FOR LADIES ONLY: The Barbara Frietchie 
Handicap, on November 27, gave fillies their last 
fling at northern added money in 1954. Mrs. 
Louis Lazare’s Sotto Voce made the most of it, 
$11,750. Carrying 111 pounds, this sprightly 
daughter of Some Chance-Elocution, by * Jacopo, 
bested eleven rivals, seven of which were stakes 
winners, including the two previous Frietchie 
victresses, Sunshine Nell and Singing Beauty. 

E. P. Taylor’s Canadiana cut out the pace fol¬ 
lowed by Gallorette’s daughter, Mile. Lorette, 
and Sotto Voce. When Canadiana wavered in 
the stretch Sotto Voce moved in to take over. 
Her margin at the wire was a length. Mile. Lor¬ 
ette picked up $3,000 for finishing second. The 
winner’s time for the mile and a sixteenth was 
a snappy 1:44 $4. Sunshine Nell was respected 
by the handicapper and the public. She carried 
122 pounds and was the 3-to-2 favorite but this 
grand mare was many pounds below her best 
form in the Frietchie and could finish no better 
than tenth. A daughter of Sun Again-Nellie Flag 
by American Flag, she is a stakes winner of 18 
races and $182,687. She is to be bred to Count 
Fleet next spring. 

IN THE STYMIE MANNER: On Decem¬ 
ber 4 Bowie closed the Maryland and major 
northern season for the year. The featured attrac¬ 


tion was the inaugural of the nine-furlong John 
B. Campbell Memorial Handicap. The race 
honors the memory of perhaps the greatest 
handicapper of them all. He had served Bowie 
and the New York racing associations for a num¬ 
ber of years. 

Mrs. Ethel D. Jacobs’ Joe Jones, which won 
his first stakes when accounting for a division 
of Bowie’s Fort McHenry Handicap last year, 
again evidenced a liking for the strip when he 
overcame trouble to take the Campbell. Trained 
by his owner’s husband, and ridden by Conn 
"Waiting Game” McCreary, Joe Jones estab¬ 
lished a new track record of T.50J4- O ut the 
* Challenger II mare, Moon Maiden, he is 
Stymie’s best son to date. The $20,505 the geld¬ 
ing earned in the Campbell boosted his 54 booty 
to $120,830. Besides the Campbell he won the 
Bay Shore, Vosburgh and Sport Page Handicaps 
and three other races plus 2 seconds and 8 thirds 
last year. 

Valley Farm’s Impasse, flown in from Florida 
for the Campbell, came from far back to finish 
second, a length and a quarter to the fore of 
C. T. Chenery’s Prince Hill.

Maryland-Bred Bonus 
Payments, 1954 

One hundred six Marylanders participated 
in the Breeders’ Awards paid out by the three 
major tracks and five minor tracks of the state 
to breeders of winners of open races in 1954. 
Total payments to the breeders amounted to 
$59,688.18, more than $3,600 above those of 
1953. The mile tracks contributed $42,750, the 
smaller tracks $16,938.18. 

At the mile tracks the awards are $250 in 
open races worth $2,500 or less to the winner; 
$500 in races worth more than $2,500. The five 
minor tracks made bonus payments of ten per 
cent of the total value of the purse in open 
races. No bonuses are paid on Maryland-bred 
races. 

Leading the breeders for 1954 are Holly 
Beach Farm of Annapolis, and Mr. Jouett 
Shouse of Washington. Third is Mr. Alan T. 
Clarke of Clarksville who has led this list the 
last few years.

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Fisher's TRA Speech 

Speech by Janon Fisher, Jr. to TRA Hotel 
Plaza, December 2, 1954. 

Substituting for Vice-President, Edward A. 
Christmas, American Trainers Association. 

GENTLEMEN — I am representing the 
American Trainers Association. Last year I sub¬ 
stituted for Max Hirsch, our President, who was 
in Texas. This year for Ed Christmas, our Vice- 
President, who is in Kentucky. Those of you 
who know Max Hirsch and Ed Christmas will 
agree, no doubt, that anyone who can represent 
them successfully is deserving of an award of 
some sort. 

The American Trainers Association has, ac¬ 
cording to Ed Christmas’ prepared speech 
(which I won’t read if you don’t mind), a 
couple of things to suggest to this gathering. 

The first is that TRA appoint a committee to 
look into the advisability of uniformity of rac¬ 
ing strips. We cite the difference in New York 
between Belmont Park and Jamaica, or in Mary¬ 
land between deep, cuppy Laurel and fast 


springy Pimlico and Bowie. We are not sure 
that all racing strips should be alike but we feel 
that, weather permitting, the strips should not 
vary in themselves from day to day. Too often 
we find a wide variation, one day horses will 
go three-quarters in 1:15; the next day, after a 
scraping the time may be 1:12. That is not 
good for horses, trainers or the public. Tracks 
should be kept as uniform as possible once a 
meeting starts. 

This committee, if appointed, could also look 
into the relative safety of loamy and sandy 
tracks. Our association feels that many form 
reversals can be explained by the difference in 
racing surfaces such as, for instance, Belmont 
Park and Jamaica. (My personal comment on 
this point is that if racing surfaces are uniform, 
what will happen to the old standby alibi he 
didn’t like the track”?). 

Another thing which concerns the Ameri¬ 
can Trainers Association is the trend away 
from the idea that racing is a sport. It is re¬ 
ported that in some quarters the abandonment 
of personal colors and the assignment of stand¬ 
ard colors to coincide with program numbers 
or post positions is thought of seriously. Prob¬ 
ably we should not dignify such a suggestion by 
mentioning it here; but one never knows what 
screwy ideas will sometimes take root. So I say, 
thank goodness for The Jockey Club, as it is 
inconceivable that its members would not op¬ 
pose such a thing. Let’s hope that the time will 
never come when the great racing stables will 
not be identified on the racecourses by their 
well-known and respected colors. 

The position of the American Trainers As¬ 
sociation on racing in general is not a com¬ 
plicated one. It is only that racing should be 
made attractive to everyone, all component 
parts. Purses should be of an adequate size to 
entice the best grade of horse available to the 
area. Living conditions at the tracks should be 
good enough to allow trainers to employ relia¬ 
ble and decent stable help. The public should 
be offered the most comfortable and pleasant 
surroundings in which to view the contests. 
And, lastly, the sporting angle should be played 
up rather than down by encouragement of some 
pomp and panoply such as well-known racing 
colors, colorful out-riders, bugle calls and even 
bands. The spectacle of the Army-Navy foot¬ 
ball game should be proof, if racetrack opera¬ 
tors need any, that the public likes its sports 
with a little fanfare.

But should the trainer rest the horse

And thus it is that Nature gives 
To each a share of bounty 
—Of skill, or brains, or gold or land. 

(The King Ranch owns a cotmty.) 

And those with neither wealth nor skill 
Are dealt a special blessing — 

A democratic privilege — 

The right of second-guessing. 

Ever since the beginning of time the theme 
of existence has been change. A ball of fire cooled 
off, there was moisture, and that was followed 
by life, vegetable and animal. And change con¬ 
tinued. The little old eohippus grew to be a 
horse. A gob of carbon was mashed into a dia¬ 
mond; the sabre-toothed tiger became the mod¬ 
ern Asiatic version or a house cat, depending 
upon the direction taken by his progeny. 

These changes were not noticed by contem¬ 
porary creatures as, in the battle to stay living, 
none had time to sit down for a couple of eras 
and watch. Developments, some considered bene¬ 
ficial and others unfavorable, will continue so 
long as this terrestrial ball spins. 

In the present age, when men have created 
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a pill that will erase a county, changes are 
speedy. Just turn your back and pressure from 
some direction will destroy a hallowed landmark 
or alter a custom. 

For a few years, racing in Maryland defied 
the laws of natural development—it stood still. 
Then it began to grow old—not like good wine; 
more like an arthritic grandpappy. It sat around 
with its souvenirs, remembering the glorious 
past. 

Suddenly new life came to it through a trans¬ 
fusion of that most potent of all "plasmas”— 
money. New and enterprising people became in¬ 
terested in the management end of the industry 
and now bright and shiny tracks are moving 
ahead where listless ancients were "just goin’ 
along.” 

The men at the head of Maryland’s tracks to¬ 
day recognize the seriousness of competition 
from other states and understand that to meet 
this competition they must give as good as or 
better than the customer can get elsewhere. 

Beautiful tracks and comfortable surround¬ 
ings help meet this threat from the outside, but 
there is a very practical factor that is just as 
important. It is one that has brought racing 
patrons here from far away places. It is the fair 
mutuels take of ten per cent. 

In other states the tendency to change has 
been to the disadvantage of those who patronize 
the game. The change always has been upward, 
and the threat of additional increases always 
exists. In New York where the grab is 15 per 
cent the large-denomination bettors long ago 
discovered that an almost unbeatable slice was 
being removed from their investing capital. 
Many moved down to New Jersey, where the 
take was 12 per cent. When the Jersey law¬ 
makers upped the figure to 13, the chance of 
the player was reduced there. 

Maryland, with its ten per cent take, can and 
does attract many from other states. Race fol¬ 
lowers who think enough about ir to calculate 
their losses are valuable clients of the mutuels 
operators here. 

A man willing to bet $200 to make $60, with 
a ten per cent take, can figure quickly that he’ll 
make only $40 with a 15 per cent deduction. 
He goes where he gets the best deal. 

Rumor has it that steps will be taken in Mary-

Woodward Collection To Baltimore

The gift, to the City of Baltimore, of the well- 
known Woodward collection of pictures of 
Thoroughbred horses, and of $127,000 with 
which to build a gallery to house them, was 
announced in November by Mayor Thomas 
D’Alesandro and the trustees of the Baltimore 
Museum of Art. 

The pictures, which include more than 50 
works by the classic painter of horses, J. F. 
Herring, Sr., have been given to the city by 
Mrs. Elsie C. Woodward, of New York. 

They were collected by her husband, the late 
William Woodward, a member of a prominent 
Maryland family and long noted as a stud-farmer 
and racing man. 

Mr. Woodward, prompted by his love of 
Thoroughbreds, made a hobby of acquiring por¬ 
traits of great horses which were "the founders 
of the Turf.” 

Such prominent artists in the field as J. N. 
Sartorius, Stubbs, Wooten and Harry Hall are 
included in the collection, one of the most com¬ 
plete of its kind in the world. 

Among the horses whose portraits are in the 
collection are Darley Arabian and Godolphin 
Barb. 

Mrs. Adelyn D. Breeskin, director of the mu¬ 
seum, said recently that she hoped the collec¬ 
tion "will be the beginning of an outstanding 
group of art works related to sports in which 
Marylanders can take just pride, not to say in¬ 
terest.” 

The new gallery will be built on the north¬ 


west side of the museum, between the May 
Wing and the new Cone Wing, and it is ex¬ 
pected that construction will begin at the same 
time as that of the Cone Wing, next spring. 

When the pictures are installed in their new 
home in the spring of 1956, Mrs. Woodward 
will endow it with a further $25,000, income 
from which will be used to maintain, care for 
and improve the collection. 

Mrs. Breeskin said that Mrs. Woodward 
"has graciously consented to the showing of 
other related art in the new wing," so that it 
may form the nucleus of a large sporting col¬ 
lection. 

The firm of Wrenn, Lewis & Jencks, which 
has already drawn up plans for the Cone wing, 
is now making drawings and plans for the addi¬ 
tional wing. 

In the catalogue of the collection, privately 
printed for his friends in 1929, Mr. Woodward 
noted that "I started collecting with the idea 
of gathering some attractive horse pictures, but 
very soon the number began to grow and soon 
the gathering’ had almost developed into a col¬ 
lection of Herrings.” 

When he had a number of "great horses” in 
his collection, he said, "I found there were sev¬ 
eral of the greatest sadly missing, and further¬ 
more Herring had not painted them.” 

Consequently, Mr. Woodward bought The 
Godolphin, Eclipse and Diomed, by Stubbs, and 
The Darley Arabian, by Sartorius, among others. 

"But J. F. Herring still predominates,” Mr.

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Woodward wrote, "and naturally so, for it was 
he who painted the best portraits of the out¬ 
standing horses of the middle of the Nineteenth 
Century." 

In his letter to the Board of Estimates re¬ 
questing acceptance of the pictures and endow¬ 
ment. Mayor D’Alesandro said recently, "It is 
most befitting that Baltimore City, located in 
Maryland, one of the leading states of the coun¬ 
ty in horse breeding and racing, be honored 
with these gifts.” 

Queens Silks In Museum 

Her Majesty, Queen Elizabeth of England, 
has presented to the National Museum of Rac- 
ln g the royal colors, worn by her Landau in the 
1954 Washington, D. C. International at Laurel. 
The purple, gold braided and scarlet sleeved 
blouse and black velvet cap worn that day by 
Willie Snaith, the royal jockey for the race, have 
been added to the interesting collection which 
will be housed in the new museum building at 
Saratoga, slated for dedication in August of 
1955. Their acquisition was announced by Wal- 
ter M. Jeffords, recently, together with an old 
painting donated by George D. Widener and one 
by William Woodward, Jr. 

The Queen very graciously allowed us to 
have these colors, which have, quite obviously, 
historical significance. We are very glad to 
have them to add to the Man o’ War, Gallant 
I*ox and other historical racing colors,” said Mr. 
Jeffords. 

We are also extremely grateful to George 
Widener for his presentation of an old painting 
showing Proctor Knott winning the first Fu- 
turity in 1888 and to William Woodward, Jr., 
0r his promise of the portrait of Black Tar- 
qmn, his late father’s very fine horse.” 

Delaware's Plans 

Delaware Park’s plans for 1955 will include 
added money events worth $350,000 for the 
- days of racing beginning May 28. The to- 
purse distribution will approximate $1,250,- 
UO. Annually since its inauguration meeting in 
937 Delaware Park has increased the money 
lt adds for horsemen. The present figure tops 
last year’s by $40,000. 

President Donald Ross points out that Dela¬ 
ware Park is building much of its future around 
r e Distaff Big Three” culminating in the 
newly-named Delaware Handicap, richest race 
m the world for fillies and mares. The "Distaff 
Three" includes the Delaware Oaks, and a 
new $25,000 stake, a prep for the Delaware. 
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The three races for fillies and mares will be run 
every year on the final three Saturdays of the 
Delaware Park meeting. Annually this will give 
Delaware Park a concentration of the best of 
the equine fair sex as the three stakes comprise 
a quarter of a million dollar jackpot for fillies 
and mares, a series unrivaled anywhere in the 
world. 

Entries are being invited from foreign coun¬ 
tries so that the newly-named Delaware, al¬ 
ready the distaff derby of America, may assume 
an international aspect. The Delaware, at the 
classic distance of a mile and a quarter, will 
be run on Saturday, July 2, and includes a basic 
$10,000 Nominator-Breeder award which, un¬ 
der certain circumstances, can become $30,000. 

Should the $30,000 eventuate, which it could 
in any year, the Delaware would have the most 
added money of any race in the world, regard¬ 
less of sex or age. This hinges on the unique 
terms of the Delaware’s Nominator-Breeder 


award. 

The terms follow: 

For the nominator of the winner of 

the Delaware Handicap. $ 2,500 

For the breeder of the winner of the 

Delaware Handicap . 2,500 

For the nominator of the Delaware’s 

second horse. 1,500 

For the breeder of the Delaware’s 

second horse. 1,500 

For the nominator of the Delaware’s 

third horse . 750 

For the breeder of the Delaware’s 

third horse . 750 

For the nominator of the Delaware’s 

fourth horse. 250 

For the breeder of the Delaware’s 

fourth horse . 250

In addition, if a filly or mare earning part 
of the Nominator-Breeder award in the Dela¬ 
ware was started in either the 1955 Delaware 
Oaks, or the 1955 New Castle, the amount is 
doubled. 

If a filly or mare earning part of the Nomina¬ 
tor-Breeder award in the Delaware has started 
in both the Oaks, and New Castle, the amount 
is trebled. 

This retroactive bonus clause is unique in 
racing and, obviously, while the added money 
in the Delaware will be at least $110,000, the 
exact amount will not be known until after the 
running.

The annual dinner and trophy presentation 
of the Combined Eastern Shore Horse Shows 
was held Saturday night, December 11, at the 
Wicomico Hotel in Salisbury. 

Around 100 exhibitors, show representatives 
and their guests enjoyed an excellent dinner and 
entertainment by Bill Collins Orchestra. The 
organization, which two years ago started with 
seven shows, now has grown to include eleven 
shows on the Delmarva Peninsula.

A temporary lull followed the whirlwind 
1954 harness racing season, but the impetus of 
the recent Harrisburg (Pa.) Standardbred 
Horse Sales has set the wheels of Maryland 
harness interest in motion again. Proud new 
owners returned from the sales with high hopes 
for their newly purchased charges. 

With trotters and pacers in winter training, 
horsemen and track officials are evolving plans 
for 1955. And with the spring thaw, reports 
will trickle northward of the budding promise 
shown by hopeful two-year-olds and impatient 
veteran campaigners. Quick as the swish of a 
horse’s tail, the annual orbit will have been com¬ 
pleted, and bugle’s trill and cadenced beat of 
hoofs will signal the opening of a new season 
for the Maryland tracks. 

When the racing season does roll round 
again, one Marylander whose love of the stand¬ 
ardbred had become a byword, will not be here 
to welcome it, and to enjoy (as he had each 
spring for more than half a century) the thrill 
of introducing a new crop of home-bred per¬ 
formers. 

Deeply missed will be the familiar sight of 
William E. Miller, jogging his horses from 
dawn to noon over the picturesque Rosecroft 
track. Gone, also, as a standardbred institution, 
will be the late horseman’s celebrated Rosecroft 
Stock Farm at Oxon Hill. The Rosecraft Farms 
passed away at the recent Harrisburg Sales, 
where 121 of the Miller horses were dispersed 
at auction, bringing a total of $205,325. 

But the esteemed Miller name still will be 
found in the owner’s brackets on 1955 pro¬ 
grams, and Maryland still will boast a world 
champion pacer, thanks to the valiant gesture 
of the late horseman’s widow—Mrs. Alice V. 
Miller. 

Mrs. Miller, desirous of continuing the high 
tradition of harness racing which her husband 
served throughout his life, and was serving even 
at the moment of his passing, bid the second 
highest price of the recent sales—$30,000—to 
purchase from the William E. Miller estate the 
champion pacer, Hillsota. In the same auction 
ring, one year previously to the very hour, Mr. 
Miller had purchased the same pacer for $35,- 
000—highest 1953 price. 


Mrs. Miller has entrusted the pacer to trainer- 
driver Earl Avery of Pinehurst, N. C., no 
stranger to Maryland competition. She has 
promised that the pacer will be heavily staked 
on the Maryland circuit in 1955—thus assuring 
the Free State of an outstanding home cham¬ 
pion to meet the challenge of invading free-for- 
allers. 

John W. Miller, son of the late horsemen 
and his successor as President of Rosecroft 
Raceway also indicated that he plans to keep 
the Miller colors in the lists. 

He purchased the sturdy trotter Walter Rose¬ 
croft for $3,000. 

Numerous other Marylanders took advan¬ 
tage of the opportunity to enrich their stables 
with Rosecroft stock, with the result that many 
of the Rosecroft horses will remain in this state. 

The Rosecroft dispersal was the highlight of 
the five-day Harrisburg Sales, which reached a 
record high of $1,782,500 for 916 horses sold, 
underscoring the continued prosperity of the 
trotting sport on a national level. 

Thirty-three horses totalling more than $60,- 
000 went to buyers or agents from Maryland 
and the District of Columbia in the course of 
the sales. 

Top price paid by a Marylander of course, 
was Mrs. Miller’s $30,000 bid for Hillsota, 
which was the second highest of the entire sales. 
A tidy $7,500 was bid by Stephen Easton of 
Baltimore for Top Rosecroft, one of the pacers 
consigned by the Miller estate. Joe Eyler, popu¬ 
lar Thurmont reinsman who sold his sensational 
two-year-old pacer Irish privately in August for 
$20,000, bought Dynamite Eden, a bay colt, at 
the Harrisburg auctions for $4,100. 

Trainer-driver Ralph Manuel of Washington, 
D. C., well known on the Maryland harness cir¬ 
cuit acted as agent in buying an outstanding 
Adios filly. Princess Adios, for $4,500. 

Eyler also bought the mares Betty Heekin 
and Beams Hanover for $350 and $400 respec¬ 
tively. 

George R. Norris, prominent owner and 
breeder of Dundalk, Md., purchased five fillies: 
Girlie Rosecroft at $750, Creed’s Miss at $1,000, 
Jane Rosecroft, $600, Charming Fingo at $1,- 
500 and Fast Rhythm at $1,300. 
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John W. Miller succeeds his late father as 
President of Rosecroft Raceway at Oxon Hill . 


WINTER TRAINING AT OCEAN 
^OWNS. Ocean Downs Raceway, the "sun- 
shiney” resort track at Ocean City, has launched 
lts winter training program, with expectations 
r hat more than 200 trotters and pacers from 
various sections of the East and Midwest will 
Participate. 

Ocean Downs General Manager S. Rudy 
Brittingham, under whom the program has 
been carried on successfully for the past three 
y e ars at the ocean oval, reports that Joy Hylan, 
°ne-tirne grand slam driver of the Maryland 
Clf cuit, headed the first arrivals with 30 horses, 
btylan trained at Ocean Downs last winter and 
enjoyed a brilliant season at the Maryland and 
Delaware tracks, copping the leading driver 
tlt; le at Ocean Downs. Other well-known train¬ 
ers who are making the resort track their hiber- 
n ation center are Albert Boucher of Canada 
16 head; Garland Gurnsey with 29; 
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Charlie Carter of Harrington with 30; A. C. 
Jackson, Arnold Long and Dave Legum. 

KEEPING PACE. Maryland harness officials 
were exultant over the record $2,151,176 wa¬ 
gered at Yonkers (N. Y.) Raceway on the 
final night of the meet. It was harness racing’s 
first two-million dollar handle, and proves that 
the sport has not lagged in its phenomenal up¬ 
ward spirial. . . . Billy Haughton, who cam¬ 
paigned at Rosecroft last season, wound up as 
the nation’s top money- and race-winning 
driver for the second straight year. Billy won 
152 races in ’54, blasting the previous all-time 
record of 129 for a single season. His winnings 
hit around $400,000, a record for a single season 
in that category too. . . . Hi-Lo’s Forbes, which 
brought "Harness Horse of the Year” honors 
and world record prestige to Maryland in 1953, 
is now standing at The Valley Farms, Ring- 
town, Pa. His fee—$500. . . . Eugene "Buck” 
Minniear, who has campaigned all along the 
Maryland Circuit and won great respect and 
popularity for his consistent driving feats, suf¬ 
fered a fracture of the second lumbar vertebra 
in an accident recently while driving Zombro 
Tass at California’s Hollywood Park.

Jersey tracks, and indications are that the term 
of conflict will be lengthened. 

The surest way for Maryland to hold on to 
what it has and its strongest card in the tough 
game of competition is to give the bettor the 
best deal he can get anywhere.

D. Riddle as a yearling. He broke two track records in this country. But 
an injury by a groom to an artery in bis bind leg ended bis racing career. 
Remember Alibhai, one of Hyperion’s most successful sons, never got 
to race. 


Radiate II is now entering his third year in service. He bad six winners 
in bis first year, and seven winners in his second year. His fee stays the 
same—$500 live foal.
